Approval of a tentative budget 
of $4,924,244 for the Falls Town­ 
ship school system's 1962-63 fiscal 
year was made by the Falls 
Township School Board at a 
special meeting last night. 
The budget includes a 9.5 mill 
tax increase over last year’s budg­ 
et. 
In a brief but fiery meeting, 
which included firm protests by 
teachers and Falls residents over 
a salary guide for teachers, the 
board voted 5-2 to approve the 
budget. 
Mrs. 
Bernice Kessler, 
president of the Falls board, and 
Bradshaw Snipes, cast negative 
votes 
Special Meeting June S 
Vote for final approval of the 
school budget will be made at a 
special meeting set by the board 
for June 8 at 8 p.m. at the Falls 
ington Elementary School. 
Prior to the board vote, Rocco 
Dattola, president of the Penns 
bury Education Association, en­ 
tered a strong objection to the 
budget, contending that the Penns 
bury Joint School Board is “be­ 
ginning to cut back the education 
a1 program for the Pennsbury 
schools for next year.” He re­ 
quested that the board reinstate 
the proposed salary guide for 
teachers, submitted last February 
and March by the joint board. 
Several visitors and parents of 
school children expressed favor 
able comment for the teachers 
proposed salary guide. 
One-Third Vote 
Raymond B, Lipshutz, board 
treasurer, said that although the 
Falls school system pays about 
78 per cent ot the budget, it only 
has one-third of the vote. He adc 
ed that if Dattola can convince the 
Pennsbury School Board that the 
proposed teachers’ salary guide 
should be installed in the tenta­ 
tive budget, then the Falls board 
would be willing to follow suit. 
In other business, permission to 
make a short-term loan amount­ 
ing to $350,000 from the Morrisville 
Bank was granted by the board 
so that the Falls Township School 
Board will be able to meet its 
May bills, 
Lipshutz was re-elected treasur­ 
er of the board and James Smith 
was elected to fill the unexpired 
term of Ray J. Kaufmann, who 
has resigned, beginning June 30.

This is $183, 
497 more for the 440 teachers. 
Still, Dattola claimed the new 
teachers’ salary guide will only 
cover about half the teachers, and 
it will not affect the other half 
From the sixth year of experi­ 
ence on, he said, the present 
teachers would be off the new 
scale because of their present 
salaries.

“I think the new teachers scale 
will have serious effect on the 
morale of Pennsbury teachers,” 
Dattola said, “awd we are very 
upset that (mr nominal request 
was mg granted.” Dattola said 
it would have cost the joint board 
only $25,000 more to meet the 
demands 
Irving Neeki. a Falls Township 
resident and PEA member, told 
the board that “to live on my 
teacher’s salary, all I have to do 
is work part-time at a gas station, 
go to Reserves, teach at home on 
the side, and act as the local 
insurance agent.”

“The teachers were asking for 
raises of from $200 to $500,” Dab 
taio said, “but instead are get­ 
ting from $200 to $400.” Last 
year, he said teachers got a $400 
increment in the budget.

Additional manpower 
from the 25th Army Division is 
expected to land in addition to 
the Marines. 
Official sources said the “addi­ 
tional elements” referred to by 
the President included some Ma­ 
rine tactical air strength, to be 
landed from units of the U.S. 7th 
Fleet at the Bangkok naval base 
at about 10:00 a.m. EDT Wednes­ 
day. 
Kennedy said in his statement: 
“The dispatch of United States 
forces to Thailand was considered 
desirable because of recent at­ 
tacks in Laos by Communist 
forces, and the subsequent move­ 
ment of Communist military units 
toward the border ot Thailand.” 
He said he ordered U.S. forces 
into Thailand so that “we may be 
in a position to fulfill speedily our 
obligations 
under 
the 
Manila 
(SEATO) Pact of 1954. 
Advised Other Governments 
The President said the United 
States was in consultation with 
SEATO governments on the situa­ 
tion. He also sent word to U 
Thant, secretary general of the 
United Nations, informing him of 
the American action. 
“I emphasize that this is a de­ 
fensive act on the part of the 
United States and wholly consist 
ent with the United Nations Char­ 
ter which specifically recognizes 
that nations have an inherent act 
to take collective measures for 
self-defense,” the President said. 
The U.S. action resulted direct 
ly from Communist rebel ad­ 
vances aercws Laos toward the 
Thailand border, across which 
units of the royal Laotian army 
fled over last weekend. 
"There is to change in our poli­ 
cy toward Laos which continues 
to be the reestablishment of an 
effective cease fire and prompt 
negotiations for a government of 
national union,” 
the 
President 
said. 
He also referred to a joint decla­ 
ration of last March 6 by Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk and the 
Thai 
foreign 
minister 
which 
agreed that the independence and 
integrity of Thailand was import­ 
ant to world peace. 
Rusk, Defense Secretary Robert 
S. McNamara and other high­ 
ranking officials of the military 
and intelligence services s p e n t 
nearly an hour this morning in 
conference with the President and 
the House and Senate leaders 
from both parties. 
As Kennedy was briefing Dem­ 
ocratic and Republican congres­ 
sional leaders, the State Depart­ 
ment called in ambassadors from 
Asian nations to inform them of 
the move into Thailand. 
Fulfills Pact Obligation 
W. Averell Harriman, assistant 
secretary of state for Far East­ 
ern Affairs, told the ambassadors 
that the action was being taken 
under the obligation the United 
States assumed as a member of 
SEATO. 
Laotian Communist forces now 
stand to the borders of Thailand 
after their rout of royal troops in 
the north of Laos last week. 
Harriman talked to representa­ 
tives from all of the Far Eastern 
members of SEATO — Australia, 
New' Zealand, Pakistan and the 
Philippines. 
Kennedy, meanwhile, gave con­ 
gressional leaders a full explana­ 
tion of the U.S. military move. 
The President was reported to 
have said he still hoped for some 
form of diplomatic progress which 
would produce a new political 
solution in Laos 
Future Not Revealed 
Kennedy did not attempt to 
project possible U.S. action in 
Southeast Asia beyond the ex 
peeted landing ut the Marines in 
Thailand.

Bristol Borough Council took a 
giant step last night toward crea­ 
tion of a 250-boat marina and a 
vast public park extending along 
Ute Delaware River and into Otter 
Creek all the way to Route 13. 
Council by a unanimous vote 
approved an ordinance which will 
create an authority to finance the 
half-million-dollar project. 
All that remains is for the au­ 
thority to be appointed and bonds 
to be sold. The Rev. Rowland L. 
Carlson, chairman of the borough 
planning commission, said this 
morning that actual construction 
of both park and marina con­ 
ceivably could begin within a few 
months. 
Last night's ordinance was the 
culmination of more than a year 
and a half of work, study and 
planning 
by 
the 
commission. 
Plans for the marina and park 
were approved in August of 1960 
but the borough has lacked funds 
for actual construction of the ma­ 
rina. 
An authority under Pennsyl­ 
vania 
law 
can

funds through the sale of bonds, 
without dipping into tax money 
whatsoever.
